* To this and similar objections, I reply first, 4r- 
minians do not act con:istently with their objec- 
tions.

yet will they use means to preserve and prolong 
life. If they really believe as they say, why do 

they take medicine when they are sick? Why do 
they not then say: ‘ IfIam to live, I shall reco- 

ver without using means; if I am to die, nothing 
that I can do will preserve my life.’

Mr. Editor—In our present ignorant and sin- 
ful state, very many of our notions of things are 
founded upon prejudice, instead ofreason. And 
we are usually much more sensibly touched, when 
our prejudices are attacked, than when we are 
attacked upon matters we have investigated. Pro- 
bably, because those things we take for granted, 
are peculiarly pleasing to us, either because they 
have been of long standing, or because they are 
congenial to our feelings. ‘Theretore, we are 
afraid to submit them to a thorough and impar- 
tial examination, lest they prove to be wrong. It 
is plain, that nothing has any real value but truth, 
because that will ultimately triumph over every 
thing else. ‘Those who are on the side of truth, 
will stand ; but those who oppose it will surely 
fall. And it is equally plain, that truth is always 
consistent with itself. There is a perfect agree- 
ment in all its parts. And this is peculiar to truth. 
All the ingenuity of man, cannot form a system 
of error, that will be consistent with itself. So 
that every system of error, not only clashes with 
the truth, but with itself; and always earries 
with it the weapons for its own destruction. We 
may see by this the importance of laying our- 
selves open to conviction. And if any favorite 
sentiment is attacked, let it be fairly tried, thougis 
by the trial our dearest hopes should be swept 
away, and our fairest prospects blighted. We 
had much better be naked, and defenceless, than 
to be clothed with, and defended by error ; be- 
cause it will only blind our eyes, and allay our 
fears, without proving a defence, or covering the 
shame of our nakedness. yAnd we should be the 
more willing, because truth always appears more 
lovely, and the greatness of its strength is more 
clearly seen, when it is contending with its ene- 
mies. Ihave not undertaken to write on this 
subject, because I feel myself capable of doing it 
as it ought to be done ; but, because by so doing 
I hope I may call forth abler pens. I think the 
present state of things, imperiously demands that 
this subject should be taken up : and I am wil- 
ling to retire from the field, whenever those who 
are more capable of occupying it, are willing to 
come up and take my place. I have only to ge- 
quest those who may differ from me in any pofnt 
that may be presented, to expmineit m all its 
bearings before they reject it. And let us remem- 
ber, that we contend not for the mastery, but for 
the truth, bringing every sentiment to the a, 
God himself bas given us his own word.

HINTS TO A MINISTER IN A REVIVAL. 
NO. IX. 
Take a new start yourself. 

When Christians are in the spirit of a revival 
they are prone to think that their feelings will 
never decline.. ‘This is peculiarly the fact with 
ministers; avho are thoroughly revived. Like 
oiber’men, however, they are subject to vicissi- 
tudes of feeling. It is often the fact that their 
hearers perceive a declension in them, while they 
do not. perceive it in themselves. A declension 
in ministers is tremendously disastrous in its in- 
fluence. It is likesounding a retreat! Saints 
and sinners soon feel its pernicious power. As 
_this subject is one of deep importance, I would, 
dear Brother, suggest a few considerations. 

i. In revivals ministers are peculiarly exposed 
to declension. : 

‘They are so constantly engaged in conversing, 
preaching, and praying, in public, and from 
house to Louse, that they are in great danger of 
becoming formal in these services. ‘They are 
perplexed with so many distressing cares, 
pressed with such a weight of responsibility, 
worn down with so much labor and anxiety that 
they are in danger of that mental and bodily ex- 
‘haustion, which are very often attended with 
spiritual declension and apathy! They often 
repeat a course of unsuccessful efforts with many 
of their hearers, and they may be disheartened 
because in these cases they see no fruits of their 
labor; or they are in danger of being elated by 
the success of their labors, by the strong attach- 
ments, manifested by their friends, and by the 
injudicious praises and approbations that are 
lavished upon them by many of their church. 
When ministers in revivals lose their humility, 
forget their dependence on a God of grace for 
suecess, and are flattered by the encomiums of 
those who should keep them humble by their 

prayers, a declension has already commenced in 
their hearts and is in danger of continuing to 
spread its baneful influence. 

2. The influence of such declension is most 
awtully pernicious. 

When ministers begin to lose their interest in 
a revival, when they think that the work has 
progressed so lone that it is time to expect that 
it will soon ‘stop; when they begin to feel that 
the revival, it it continue, may occasion them 
much fatigue and anxiety; and may awaken 
bitterly and lastingly the opposition of some sin- 


ners, who have done much for the support of 


preaching; when they begin to feel that a farther 
continuance of the revival would on the whole 
be attended with more trouble than profit, their 
looks, their conversation, their preaching, and 
their prayers, all, with trumpet tongues, proclaim 
their sad declension. Christians see it! Impeni- 
tent sinners see it! On both, its influence is ge- 
nerally most peculiarly unhappy! Many active 
Christians are disheartened and grieved; the 


anxious feel that they have delayed repen- 
talice, ull there is no hope wat Mey snawsiare 


in the grace of life; and all who wish to return 
to their former stupidity hail it as a signal to sum- 
mon them back from their anxieties and their 
efforts, and to approve and encourage their re- 
treat! The faithful minister in a revival, wields 
en influence which must forever remain untold 
on earth, the results of which shall Be fully un- 
folded only in eternity. Ministers in revivals 
incur a responsibility, at which even an angel 
might tremble. If they. become faint and weary, 
how soon the work will decline—if they prove 
faithful, the work will continue and souls will be 
savingly converted to Christ. 

$. To prevent this decline ministers should 
often commence anew their labors in revivals. 

Thus exposed to a declension themselves, a 
declension so sinful in its nature, so ruinous in 
its consequences ; acting with such a power to do 
good, and under a responsibility so tremendously 
golemn and awful, ministers should carefully 
guard against the first symptoms of decline in 
themselves ; and in order effectually to prevent 
it, they should often renew their resolutions and 
vows of faithfulness in prayer and labors to pro- 
mote the work. ‘They should ofien set out anew 
in revival effort. Unless they do this, they will 
decline insensibly and therefore without alarm to 
themselves; will lead back the host of Israel from 
Zion’s glorious conquests; and encourage many 
jmpenitent sinners in that backward course, 
which shail seal their eternal damnation !

NEED OF A REVIVAL IN OHIO! 
Christians, will you pray for a revival in this great and 
rapidly increasing State? Its claims are happily present- 
ed in the following remarks from the editor of the Cincin- 
nati Journal : 


Do we not need a revival ? 


This is a day of revivals. At the present 
time an unusual attention to religion prevails in 
all the Atlantic, most of the middle, and some of 
the southern states. One paper which we re- 
ceive, mentions 168 places where revivals are now 
in powerful progress. Boston, New York, Phi- 
ladelphia, Baltimore, tland, Charleston, S. C. 
Hartford; New Haven, Troy, and other cities 
are witnessing the wonderful displays of God’s 
power to save. 

But when we turn our attention to the Valley 
of the Mississippi, the prospect is sad and 
gloomy. Except in a few favored places the 
Spirit’s influences are ina great measure with- 
drawn. 

Do we not need a revival? We ask the at- 
tention of Christians to a few facts. 

This city contains a Saray of nearly 30,000 
inhabitants. Allowing them to be as religious 
as any equal number of persons in our land, we 
cannot suppose there are more than 4 or 5,000 
hopefully pious among all this multitude. In- 
temperance, profaneness, Sabbath breaking, and 
other kindred vices, we presume, are as prevalent 
here as in other parts of our land. It is compu- 
ted that every twenty five persons in this city 
support a grog shop. And yet we have no re- 
vival in Cincinnati. 

It is computed that the state of Ohio contains 
nearly 1,000,000 inhabitants, and yet, with the 
exception of a few places, there are no revivals 
in Ohio. 

Pittsburgh contains a population of 9 or 10,000 
inhabitants, and still there is no revival in Pitts- 
burgh. 

Louisville contains an equal number of inhabi- 
tants—-still there is no revival in Louisville. 

St. Louis numbers 10 or 12,000 inhabitants, 
and still no revival. 

Natches contains a large population, but no 
revival. 

New Orleans 50,000 inhabitants—with only 
one or two feeble evangelical churches—and yet 
no revival there. 

The population of the Valley of the Mississippi 
amounts to 4,000,000. At the highest estimate, 


these are hopefully pious. In all parts of. this 
great valley a spiritual deadness seems to pervade 
the great body of evangelical churches. 


Tinhoppy Aimicinne exist among.spme—and the 
strength and energy of others are in a good de- 


gree called off, and wasted in controversy and 
contention. 

Do not these facts conclusively show that we 
need a revival? Will not Christians take these 
facts with them into their closets and pray over 
them? and in view of them, resolve to devote 
themselves anew to the service of their Redeem- 
er? Will not Christians in other parts of our 
land retnember the Valley of the Mississippi in 
their prayers ? 

This country is one day to control the desti- 
nies of our nation. Here the experiment is to 
be tried, whether virtue or vice is to have the 
ascendancy. 

Brethren, let us lay these things to heart. Let 
us feel more for the interests of the undying mil- 
lions around us. Let us resolve that we will 
turn unto the Lord with weeping, and with fast- 
ing, and with brokenness of heart.

Mr. Editor—The following letter from Txo- 
mas Braprorp, Jun. Esq. of Philadelphia, was 
not received in season to be published with the 
proceedings at the late Anniversary of the San- 
paTH Union, in the pamphlet just issued. You 
are therefore requested. to insert it in your co- 
lumns, as the opinions of an intelligent and zeal- 
ous legal gentleman, on the great subject of the 
Christian Sabbath. 


Philadelphia, May 9, 1831. 

I have remarked that in all new schemes, 
whether in matters of benevolence, which relate 
to the moral improvement of society, or in mat- 
ters of political economy, which aflect the physi- 
cal condition of men, many mistakes are made, 
which experience alone can correct. 

I was for a time afraid that we had not 
adopted the wisest course in relation to the 
great object we had in view. It was per- 
haps necessary, said I, to have done more to 
enlighten the public mind on the nature and 
importance of the Sabbath, before we struck 
the blow which caused so deep and powerful 
an influence throughout this whole land. As 
1 have on a former occasion remarked, no mea- 
sure of the Christian community ever affected 
the ranks of infidelity and worldly policy so much 
as the attempt to stop the travelling of steam- 
boats, mails, &c. on the Sabbath; and the re- 
sult was, that their forces were marshalled, 
their measures were bold and daring. For awhile 
timid Christians began to fear”that the ark of 
God was in danger. True hearted Christians, 
however, looked at the gathering storm, but 
were not dismayed: they knew where to 
look for safety, and dependence and strength, 
and they found it. They went to the throne 
of grace, and by strong cries and tears implo- 
red the God of the Sabbath to revive his work 
in the hearts of his children, and to raise up 
a standard against the enemy, who were pour- 
ing in like a flood upon the church. He who 
said, I will be inquired of by the house of Is- 
rael to do this thing for them, heard their pray- 
ers; and his Holy Spirit has been poured out, 
and is pouring out all over this great conti- 
nent, in a manner and to an extent never be- 
fore heard of in the history of our country.— 
The subjects of this mighty work are every 
where of a class and character swited and fitted 
for the glorious conquests which the Church is 
soon to make. I ask you, Sir, did you ever know 
in any former revivals, of so many lawyers, phy- 
sicians, merchants, manufacturers, and men of 
influence beg at one time and period of the 
church brought into the kingdom, to take a 
station and exert a power in the cause of vir- 
tue and holiness as during the present spring- 
time of the church. Inever did. ‘To what end 
has God done this mighty work at this time? 
My opinion is, to furnish men of high intelli- 
gence and influence to carry forward the great 
cause of religion in our land ; and to bring about 
that change in public opinion which will lead 
to the due observance and sanctification of the 
Sabbath, and the extension of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom. Then shall this favored land indeed, 


1 believe 
in fine that the revivals of religion in the churches 


took their rise in the providence: of God, from 
the doings of the General Union, and what ap- 
peared to be unwise and daring, and bold, and 
which proved in a degree to A 


truth and righteousness. 

Now is the time to send an agent of powe 
and eloquence; a devoted servant of Christ, 
full of the spirit of the age and revivals, pru- 
dent, wise, and of untiring zeal, to organize in 
every church a Sabbath. Society, and through 
them to disseminate tracts and sermons on the 
nature and mode of sanctifying the Sabbath. 
This work must in my judgment begin now at 
the house of God, and from thence the moral 
influence must go forth by their example, and 
actions and arguments to act upon the world. 
The time is not far distant when our Halls of 
Legislation will be filled by men fearing God 
hating covetousness, and loving the public good. 
Men whose voices will be heard in defence of 
the violated la:vs of God, and whose noble acts 
will be framed to maintain the Sabbath, and ex- 
tend the peaceful reign of truth and order, and 
public happiness. d 

Excuse this scrawl. It is my hasty tribute 
to a cause I greatly prize and love. Let revi- 
vals go on, and the Sabbath will be kept holy 
unto the Lord.

ON THE CHANGE OF THE SABBATH. 


“ There remaineth, therefore, a rest to the peo- 
ple of God : for he that is entered into his rest, he 
also hath ceased from his works, as God did from 
his.”—Heb. iv. 9,10. 


Mr. Editor—This is applicable to Jesus Christ, 
and to him only. There is not another person in 
the universe of whom it can be truly said, “ He 
hath ceased from his work, as God did from his.” 

God ceased from his work, the work of crea- 
tion, by instituting a Sabbath, a day of rest, in 
commemoration of his work. In six days he 
made the visible creation, and rested from his la- 
bor, on the seventh. ‘This was assigned as a rea- 
son why man should labor six days, and rest on 
the seventh. This was assigned as a reason why 
man should “ remember the Sabbath day to keep 
it holy. 

Of Jesus, it is said, (for the words can apply to 


a rest to the people of God ;” that is a Sabbath. 
Greek sabbatismos : a sabbath, or the celebration, 
or keeping of a sabbath. Had this text been li- 
terally translated, it probably would have pre- 
vented many mistakes, and saved, much trouble, in 
relation to the wep of the Sabbath, from the 
seventh, to the first day of the week. 

The argument stands thus :—God ceased from 
the work of creation by resting, himself, and ap- 
pointing a Sabbath for man. Jesus Christ has 
entered in his rest; and has ceased from his 
work as God did from his—that is, by appointing 
a Sabbath for man. Therefore, there remaineth 
a Sabbath (sabbatismos) to the people of God ; 
that is, on earth. 

Again--when God had~completed the work of 
creation, the Sabbath, which he appointed in re- 
membrance of it, began. So when Jesus had 
completed his work—the work of atonenient, ha- 
ving been “ delivered for our offences, and raised 
again for our justification,” his Sabbath should, 
and doubtless does, begin. Therefore, the first 
day of the week is, of necessity, the Sabbath ap- 
pointed by Jesus Christ ; and ought to be kept, 
in remembrance of the work of redemption, 
wrought by Jesus Christ. é 
The work of atonement, and salvation of men, 
by Jesus Christ, is a greater work, than the work 
of creation: for God hath made all things, by

LAST PLAGUES. 


Mr. Editor—Finding it both a duty and privi- 
lege to read the Bible more than I did in early 
life, I notice many things, which then escaped 
my attention. These led me to ponder much 
the things that are before us, especially those 
things which will precede the coming glory of 
the Church on earth. It was but the other mor- 
ning that I read, Rev. xv. 1. “ And I saw ano- 
ther sign in heaven, great and marvellous, seven 
angels, having the seven last plagues; for, in 
them, is filled up the wrath of God.” This left 
a deep impression on my mind; and though I 
cannot tell you what I felt, I wish to spread a few 
thoughts on the subject, before the public, through 
the medium of your paper. 

By reading the fifteenth and sixteenth chap- 
ters of Revelation, we shall@ee that these “ last 
plagues” do not relate to eternity, but to time: 
for the angels to whom the “ seven golden vi- 
als”. were given, “ full of the wrath of God,” 
were commanded to pour them out “ upon the 
earth.” Chap. xvi. 1. 

Neither do these last plagues belong to that 
destruction which will fall upon those, who, after 
the millenium, and after Satan has been “ loosed 
a little season,” will come “ up on the breadth 
of the earth,” and encompass “ the camp of the 
saints and the beloved city:” for the latter shall be 
destroyed by fire coming “down from God out 
of heaven;” (ch. xx. 9.3) but the former are to 
realize the last of “ the last plagues,” in a tre- 
mendous hail storm; each stone of hail being 
“ about the weight of a talent.” When the de- 
struction shall come by fire, after the millenium, 


hail: for, after that, we have an account, in de-

these plagues, have been running for ages ; that 
the plagues were cotemporary with the troubles, 
which have fallen upon men, ever since the 
sounding of the first trumpet; but this is a mis- 
take. The three last trumpets are called woe- 
trumpets. An angel represents them as contain- 
ing peculiar woes. The last of them contains 
the last woes previous to the millenium as a mat- 
ter of course ; and we are told that when the se- 
venth angel begins to sound, the mystery of God 
shall be finished. But, if the seven vials dewnot 
belong to the Seventh trumpet, where are the pe- 
culiar woes of that trumpet? Does that trum- 
pet contain other plagues, after, and beside. the 
ast? To suppose this, is to suppose a contra- 
diction in terms. Besides, if the vials are co- 


emptying their contents on the earth for many 
hundreds of years, there is no propriety in calling 
them the last plagues; for, on that hypothesis, 
they are no more, the last plagues, than any other 
plagues with which the earth has been visited 
for many ages. But they are the last, therefore 
they belong to the seventh or last trumpet. 
Tisat trumpet is yet to sound, or be sounded. 
The angel who holds it has not yet begun his 
blast. He will not sound till after the death and 
resurrection of the witnesses. After their death 
and resurrection, it is said, (Rev. xi. 14.) “ The 
second woe is past—behold, the third woe cometh 
quickly.” In the aext verse it is written, “ and 
the seventh angel sounded.” The second woe, 
or sixth trumpet, ends with the resurrection of 
the witnesses, and the things which immediately 
follow. Then comes the seventh trumpet, con- 
taining “ the seven vials—the seven last plagues,” 
That trumpet has not begun to sound; for the 
witnesses are not yet slain; consequently “ the 
seven last plagues are yet to come upon the 
world.” 2? 

I know very well that some, and some learned 
men, contend that the witnesses have been slain, 
and have risen; but this they do without pre- 
senting good and sufficient reasons; for they have 
not shown, neither can they show, any thing which 
has taken place, that is at all answerable to the 
prophesy. Whatever else may be meant by the 
death of the witnesses, the public suppression of 
gospel truth must be intended.

By the visions which he had, Daniel had learn- 
ed that great and sore troubles were coming on 
his people, the Jewish nation, and the churci: ot 
God. An angel was sent to expound to him those 
visions, or some of them, especially the last. The 
angel traced the contesis 0: those natigns, and 
the revolutions of those empires, which particu- 
larly concern the people of God, down to the pe- 
riod when deliverance should come to the peo- 
ple of Daniel—that is, to the Jews,—to the peo- 
ple of God. He then said, “ At that time shall 
Michael stapd up.” 

Michael is sometimes called “ the archangel :” 
and here I remark, we never read in the Bible, 
of archangels, though we sometimes read of them 
in other books. ‘The phrase, ay archangel, is 
never found in the Scriptures. Whenever the 
word “ atchangel” is used in Scripture, it is al- 
ways in the singular number, and with the defi- 
nite article, thus—* the archangel.” His name 
is Michael. Jude, verse 9. ‘“ Michael, the arch- 
angel.” The archangel, is the chief angel of 
course ; and Jesus, “ the angel of the ecvenant,” 
who was with the church in_ the wilderness, is 
the highest angel of whom we read in Scripture. 
It seems of necessity to foilow, that Jesus is the 
Archangel of the Scriptures, and that Jesus and 
Michacl are the same. 

This same Michael is the great Prince, who 
stands for the people of Daniel—for the Jews— 
for every one that is a Jew inwardly. ‘This is 
“ the Prince of peace.” Hence a Jewish pro- 
het said, ‘* Unto us a Child is born, unto us 
on is given, and his name shall be called 
the Prince of peace.” ‘This is Jesus Christ; for 
these things are applica ble to no other person.

They have, at all times, had free access to the 
beoks, and other sources of information, have been consult- 
ed on all important transactions, and are fully convinced 
that the book concern has been conducted the past year 
with the same skill and fidelity as heretofore.”

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DOINGS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
From our Correspondent at Philadelphia, we have recei- 
ved the following report, which we trust will be read with 
<icep interest. As ‘principles of vital importance to the 
Church are involved, in the trial of the Rev. Mr. Barnes, 
we feel that it is vastly important that Christians fervently 
implore the guidance of Heaven in behalf of the General 
Assembly, that in this, and all their transactions, THEY 
MAY PLEASE THE GREAT Heap oF THE CuuRcH. 


On* Thursday the 19th inst. the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church of the Uni- 
ted States, convened in the First Presbyterian 
Church imthis»City, and was opened-with a dis- 
course, by the Rev. Dr. Fisk, the Moderator of 
of the last General Assenibly, on Acts xxvi. 18. 


TheAssembly then retired to the Lecture room, |- 


and was constituted with prayer. 


The standing Committee on Commissions re- 

ried that two delegates from the Grand River 

resbytery, had come as members of a standing 
Committee, and that several Commissions were 
not formal. A committee was appointed to whom 
these commissions were committed. ‘The Assem- 
bly had a recess till 4 o’clock this afternoon. 


. After they-met at the appointed time, the com- 
mittee to whom the commissions had been refer- 
red, gave a favorable report of each case, which 
they bad examined, except that of the two dele- 
gates of the Grand River Presbytery. The lat- 
ter case they submitted to the Assembly, 

It was moved and seconded that these two de- 
legates be permitted to take their seats as mem- 
bers. Remarks were then made by several gen- 
tlemen on the desirableness of postponing the 
motion. The motion for postponement being ta- 
ken, was decided in the negative ; and the pre- 
vious motion wa8 taken up. It was urged against 
this motion, that the delegates from the Grand 

iver Presbytery, could not be admitted as mem- 

rs, without violating the constitution, which re- 
quires that the General Assembly be made up 
of ministers and elders. On the other side, it was 
urged that standing Committees, might virtually 
be called ruling eiders, and that the compact be- 
tween the General Assembly, and the Churches 
in the western country, ifivolves the right of these 
churches to send up to the Assembly, a standing 
committee. 

The brethren who took a part in this discus- 
sion against the motion, were Messrs. Green, 
M’Dowell, Miller, Martin, Breckenridge, and two 
or three others. Those who spoke in favor of the 
motion, were Messrs. Beman, Patten, and two 
other delegates. 

The motion being taken, was decided in the 
affirmative. 

Dr. Spring and Dr. Beman were then nomina- 
ted to fill the office of Moderator. A hundred 
and two. votes were given for Dr. Beman, and 
92 for Dr. Spring. Dr. Beman was ‘of course 
elected. After taking the chair he addressed a 
few words to the Assembly. Assembly adjourn- 
ed with prayer. 

Friday morning, May 21. 

The Assembly met, and was opened with 
prayer. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read, and 
the committee on commissions, reported several 
new members. 

After the calling of the roll, it was moved that 
the minutes of the old Synod of Philadelphia, be 
put among the Assembly’s records. It was di- 
rected that they be inserted on the docket. 

A number of committees were then appointed. 

On motion, resolved, that the Presbyteries give 
written accounts of the’ state of religion within 
their limits on Monday next. 

It.was moved that the-time for reading each 
account, do notexceed five minutes, which after 
sonie remarks, was decided in ihe negative. 

A committee was appointed to arrange the 
exercises of next Wednesday. 

Two representatives from the Associate Re- 
formed Synod of New York, brought forward a 
paper, asserting that the Library of Dr. Mason, 
which is now at Princeton Theological Semina- 
ry, belongs to that Synod. ‘This paper was put 
into the hands_of a Committee. 

The Rev. Mr.Lewis was introduced as a de- 
legate from the. Rhode. Island Association. He 
had been avthorised,if ‘practicable, to effect a 
connexion between that Association and the As- 

mbly, similar to that which exists between the 
other New England Associations and the As- 
sembly. The Assembly agreed to have a-recess 
till 4 o’clock, this afternoon.

The stated clerk informed 
the Assembly, that a complaint had been given

REPORTS OF THE PRESBYTERIES AND CONGREGA- 
TIONAL ASSOCIATIONS. 
Our correspondent, under date of May 24, says : 


During the past day I have had opportunity 
to hear the Reports of the Presbyteries and 
Congregational Associations. I now transmit a 
few things which I deem the most important. 


Albany Presbytery.—The influences of the 
Spirit have been poured out on most of the 
Churches, ‘Those in Albany have had a glorious 
share. Union College has not been passed by 
in the work. Cause of Sunday Schools and of 
bes per advancing. ‘The Churches encou- 
raged to go forward. 


Troy.—The towns of Lansingburgh, Ta- 
bor, bron, Troy, Nassau, and Brunswick, 
have been blessed by the Holy Spirit. Warren 
county has been a general scene of revival. It 
has been among all ranks. Female Bible Classes 
much blessed. Four new churches organized. 
Means of arousing the churches, four days’ 
meetings. 

Columbia.—Revivals in nearly all the congre- 
gations. More done for benevolent purposes, 
than at any previous year. 

Watertown.—Many of the churches blessed. 
During the last two months, it is supposed that 
800 have been converted. Christian efforts great- 
ly increasing. 

Oswego.—A considerable number of churches 
have been revived. A good proportion of the sub- 
jects of grace are from Sunday schools. A moral 
sinner, who lived five miles from any church, and 
who had negleeted the means of grace, was awa- 
kened, and carried his family to church on an ox 
sled, and was in a few days converted. 

Oneida.—The labors of an Evangelist much 
blessed. Several congregations have been visit- 
ed, particularly their Sunday Schools. 

Otsego.—Almost every place has been blessed 
by the descent of Divine influences. Among 
these places are Mount Vernon, Norway, Vero- 
na, Augusta, and Cheeseborough. Means bleés- 
sed have been, visitations, three days union 
meetings, and Sunday Schools." A number of 
drunkards reformed. ‘The work has chiefly been 
among the youth. 

Cayuga.—Many churches blessed. The first 
means of awaking them were, that several, lay- 
men volunteered to visit every town to organize 
“a improve Sunday Schools. They catched the 

acred flame, and conversed with the people of 
God, and were instrumental in exciting them to 
renewed action. A four days meeting was then 
blessed to many souls. A meeting of this kind 
has since been held monthly. Ministers have 
pressed obligation! At the close of service saints 
retired to pray, and sinners stopped to converse. 
It is thought that 1800 have been renewed the 
past year. 

Chenango.—For six months there has been a 

revival”in ten or twelve congregations. The 
number of subjects in each congregation is from 
30 to 200. The work glorious among Sunday 
Schools. 
Cortland.—Revivals in most of the churches. 
Work still solemn, and now progressing. In one 
place the work stopped by reason of many in a 
church taking a stand,against temperance. 

North River.—A great proportion of the con- 
gregations are now visited by the dews of Di- 
vine-grace. 

Bedford.—A revival in two or three congre- 
gations. 

Long Island.—Severai churches revived. 29 
Sunday school teachers, and 50 Biblical scholars, 
have recently indulged hopes. 

New York First Presbytery—Most of the 
churches blessed. Conversions often after a few 
hours’ conviction. Days of fasting, and three 
days’ meetings the cause of much good. 

Second Preshytery—A work of grace ina 
number of the churches. A powerful excitement 
among their colored churches. 

Third Presbytery—Eight hundred added to 
the churches from the world. Morning meetings, 
several days’ meetings, and visitations have es- 
sentially aided. the work. 

Newark.—Revival in Caldwell, Newark, Pat- 
terson, Sparta, Bloomingdale, and other places. 
Several Sunday schools blessed. 

Elizabethtown.—Divine influences have de- 
scended upon a number of the churches. 

New Brunswick.—Three or four congrega- 
tions revived. 

Susquehannah.—Several churches visited by 
the Holy Ghost. 

Philadelphia.—A work of grace in the church- 
es under the care of Messrs. Skinner, M’Auley, 
Hoover, Eustace, Grant and Winchester. Union 
prayer meetings blessed. c 

Baltimore.—Christians in some degree revived. 
Increase of Missionary zea! and efforts. 

District of Columbia.—Since April, a four 
days meeting was held in Washington, which 
was attended with great . Ina short time 
another was held, and at the close of it, another 
immediately sueceeded. A hundred were added 
to the churches on last Sabbath. Several more 
rejoicing. A glorious work is also going on at 
yy vat > > 

Carlisle—Hopeful appearances in Dickinson 
College. A good work at Carlisle, Franceberg, 
and Silverspring. ; 

Erie.—A revival in 6 congregations. 

Washington.—20 Temperance Societies form- 
ed—300 societies formed to destroy gambling— 
several distilleries destroyed. 

Ohio.—A few places visited by showers of 
divine mercy. Jetierson College shares in the 
work. : 

Huron.—A number of revivals. It is supposed 
that as large a number have beeh converted, as 
there were previous members of the churches. 

Lancaster —This Presbytery has within its 
bounds, 120,000 people—one minister to 10,000 
—five Roman Catholic Churches in countytowns. 

Columbus.—The Holy Spirit has been poured 
out-on many of the congregations. a 

Chillicothe —Several towns have experienced 
a shower of mercy. Whole families converted— 
a number of converts fitting for the ministry— 
one county destitute of Cmeage : 

Cincinnati.—The churches of Cincinnati have 
been favored with a revival—also Reading, Pis- 
h, Somerset, Mount Pleasant, New Richmond, 
and Williamsburgh, and other places.

AMERICAN SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 


This union held their anniversary on Tuesday 
afternoon, May 24th. It was a very interesting 
assembly. The report, of course long, was an 
exciting production, and in many of its passages 
beautifully eloquent. The large Presbyterian 
church in Washington Square, was filled with a 
most respectable auditory. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Nothing has occurred in the Assembly as yet 
of importance. The two grand parties are how- 
ever preparing for the contest, which will arise 
on the reference of the Philadelphia Presbytery, 
and which is made the order of the day for 
Thursday. 

At the last meeting of the Synod of New York, 
that body referred to this General Assembly, a 
question of this character—Is the Roman cere- 
mony of christening, as they call it, the Gospel 
ordinance of Baptism? ‘This question was trans- 
ferred to a committee, who have reported in the 
affirmative, and it is generally supposed that the 
Assembly will adopt the report. 

Now it is certait that to declare the Roman 
superstition to be Christian Bapiism, is tanta- 
mount to saying that every Protestant is a here- 
tic and ought to be burned; for if the Roman 
ceremony be Baptism, then Presbyterians, and 
all other adherents of the Reformation, are out 
of the Church. 

The principle assumed, it appears is, that the 
rite being done in the name of the Holy Trinity, 
is valid; but the consecrating exorcism of bells 
is executed in the name of the Holy Trinity, con- 
sequently the superstition of marking bells with 
the cross, and oil, and salt water, is just as much 
Christian Baptism, as marking children in the 
same way. How men can talk in this style, who 
believe that article of the Confession of Faith 
respecting the Pope and Romanism, is utterly 
incomprehensible. 

There are about two hundred and forty mem- 
bers enrolled in the present General Assembly. 
A very unusual number of clerical and lay visit- 
ers are also at the meeting. 


THE NEW YORK OBSERVER. 


Soon after publishing Professor Stuart’s Reply to the 

Reviewer of his Prize Essay, and to the Editors of the 
New York Observer, who had also assailed the Essay, 
we received from the Editors a note, requesting us to pub- 
lish-their defence against Professor Stuart ; and presuming

__ It gives us pleasure to state that of the five papers which 
inserted “ Professor’s Stuart’s Reply,” three, viz. the 
Journal of Humanity, the Connecticut Observer, and the 
New Haven Religious Intelji , have done us the jus- 
tice to insert our answer. We are sorry to add, however, 
that the Editor of the N. Y. Evangelist has not only de- 
clined a pron, Sas answer, but after admitting a com- 
munication into his columns charging us with personal ill- 
will to Prof. S. has refused to insert even the following 
note, which we addressed to him a few days since. 

We are equally sorry with our Brethren, that after we

ir REVIVALS IN PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCHES. 


Extract of a letter to a gentleman in this city, from an 
Episcopal Clergyman, dated Philadelphia, April 16, 1831. 

I had learned that the indications of the commencement 
of a revival of religion were appearing in some’ congrega- 
-tions of Charleston. How rejoiced should I be to hear 
that the Episcopal Churches in your city are sharing in 
the blessing. f would that what is now revival in the 
churches, were the habitual spirit of all churches, never 
diminishing, ever growing. Why should we not always 
reach, and pray, and feel, and converse, and hope, and be- 
ieve, and dare, as when under the influence of the spirit 
of revivals? Why should not revivals be set aside by 
avoiding that declension which makes room for them; by 
going on in such habitual newness of life, and always en- 
joying such an ingathering of souls, as that which is now 
extraordinary should be but the daily procedure of our 
work ? 

The Lord has blessed us in company with other church- 
es in New York, and in its vicinity. ‘About 80 have exhi- 
bited serious impressions among my people, during the 
last seven weeks ; a large proportion of whom, give evi- 
dence of conversion. Mine, 1 am happy to say, 1s not the 
only Episcopal Church in which the work of revival is 
apparent. In Dr. Milnor’s, of New York, 2 large num- 
ber have been called out of darkness. The Episcopal 
Churches in Rochester and New Haven, are also much 
blessed. Two in Philadelphia (Mr. Bedell’s and Mr. 
Tynes) are much awake, and preseat a hopeful promise 
of much good. 

How any one that loves the Lord’s cause, and under- 
stands what conversion is, and what souls are worth, can 
be cold to a revival of religion, except as he may be beset 
with utter misapprehensions of what a revival is, and how 
it must be conducted, I cannot conceive, Good men, I 
know, are sometimes rather disposed to stand off; but 
only while they confound a revival with abuses and extra- 
vagancies, which have no more connexion with it, in re- 
ality, than the coldness and formality of many professors 
of religion have, with the true spirit of the Gospel of 
Christ. That revivals have been abused; that they have 
sometimes been attended with circumstances and modes 
of proceeding, calculated to serve the cause of Satan ra- 
ther than that of God, I well know: but that such evils 
are more to be deplored than the listlessness and ineffi- 
ciency, which pervade the labors and congregations of ma~ 
ny Ministers ; that Satan is better served by a zeal proceed- 
ing to indiscretion and extravagance, than by a zeal which 
proceeds to almost nothing; that revivals are to be con- 
demned because sometimes deformed by zeal without 
knowledge, any more than the whole Ministry is to be con- 
demned, because so often deformed by knowledge without 
zeal, I have yet to learn. I see not how the glory of the 
latter day, so near at hand, can be brought about, except 
by a powerful revival of religion, extending life and power 
unto every branch of the church. Can the kingdom ever 
come but by a progress as gradual as that with which so 
large a part of Christian Professors are content? I pray 
for a revival far greater, and more mighty and astonishing 
than has ever yet been seen, whenever I use the Lord’s 
Prayer, “Thy Kingdom come!” Does it mean “Convert 
a few at a time—excite a spirit of inquiry gradually—leave 
the multitude under wrath and decth—go on by degrees in 
the conquests of grace?” I mean by it, conquests unli- 
mited, as to extent; unrestrained as to time, but by the 
hidden counsels of God. I do not think I should complain, 
if the prayer were answered in the conversion to-morrow 
of a nation born in a day. Se 

May the Spirit of God be mightily poured out upon all 
the churches of your gity; and may the spirit of power 
and love, and of a sind mind, be granted richly to all 
their Pastors, that they may be laborers together with 
God.—Charl. Observer.

RELIGION IN FRANCE. 
Letter received by a gentleman in Boston, dated Pariv. 
March 29, 1831. 

“ My dear Sir—Believing that a summary ac- 
count of the benevolent operations in the king- 
dom of France will be interesting to you, I take 
pleasure in stating such facts in relation to the 
subject as have come within my knowledge. 

“You are doubtless aware of the great ood 
effected by the Paris Bible Society; and its in- 
fluence has been increasing every year. Some 
time since it was ascertained, that in five Protes~ 
tant Churches in the ancient province of Dau- 
phiny, more than fourteen fifteenths of the fami- 
lies had not a Bible in their possession, and per- 
haps not one person in these families knew how 
to read. In imitation of the resolution taken by 
the American Bible Society, the Paris Bible So- 
ciety at their last anniversary, resolved in a‘ecr- 
tain time to supply every Protestant family in 
two Departments with the Word of Life. This 
has been nearly effected; and when all here are 
furnished, the work will be commenced in other 
Departments, and by the blessing of God, it will 
be carried on until every Protestant family in the 
kingdom shall be furnished with this precious vo- 
lume. 

“The Paris Tract Society has not been idle. 
More than seventy numbers have already ap- 
peared, which are briskly circulated. Hawkers 
are employed to go about the country and sell 
Bibles and ‘Tracts for a cértain commission, and 
such is the present demand, that men ‘are con- 
stantly entering into the trade. Missionaries are 
employed in Paris to collect the people in a room 
or court, and there read to them the Word of 
God. Tracts are distributed freely among the 
poor of the city. ‘Do give me one of your 
books of devotion,’ is often put to one who has 
Tracts in his possession, and the poor creatures 
appear overjoyed to receive the glad tidings 
preached by these little messengers, probably 
for the first time. The donation of five hundred 
dollars from the American Tract Society at Bos- 
ton, was gratefully received, and will help to 
spread the truth. Many places of public wor- 
ship have been opened, to which the higher 
classes are attracted, while for the benefit of the 
poor, Sabbath and week day schools are institu- 
ted. Two of the former have upwards of 600 
scholars each. It is difficult to form an idea of 
the ignorance of the people generally. They 
recognize the hand of God in the confusion 
which has been cast into this part of the camp 
of the enemy.

TEMPERANCE PRINCIPLES. 

Rev. Dr. Hewitt’s address at the late anniver- 
sary of the New York City Temperance Society. 

After Mr. Marsh had closed, the President in- 
troduced the Rev. Dr. Hewitt, of Bridgeport, 
Conn. late Agent of the American Temperance 
Society. Dr. H. commenced by saying, that his 
sole desire in speaking, was to do ; but he 

eared he should not be able to do the good he de- 
sired, without doing some harm ; and he knew he 
could not do it, without exposing himself to. re- 
proach and censure. He knew that what he was 
about to say, would be considered censorious and 
unkind ; for indeed, he felt himself called to the 
performance of an unpleasant, but impérious du- 
ty. Four years ago, said the ker, I came to 
this city, allulone. No—not all alone—the Lorn 
was with me. I dreaded then, as I-dreaded now, 
to come.. I knew I should encounter ridicule, 
censure, obloquy and reproach. And I did en- 
encounter them, as they were poured upon my 
héad, without mixture and without mercy. But 
the Lord sustained me, and has given me to see 
some fruit of my labor. But the warfare is not 
over. It has but just commenced. And the time 
hascome when another lodgment must be made. 
No person can make it, without severe and cer- 
tain suffering—I had almost _said—self-immola- 
tion. ‘I know now, as@ knew four years ago, that 
I must encounter, not perhaps sidseglo-sber bit- 
ter reproach, and crue] hatred. 

The topic he felt bound, at the present crisis, 
to introduce, was—the Temperance question in 
the Churches. Shall the practice of entire absti- 
nence, and a relinquishment of the manufacture 
and sale of distilled spirits, be made a term of ad- 
mission into the churches? He implored the Spi- 
rit of all grace, for a spirit of wisdom, meekness, 
and forbearance, joined with Christian faithful- 
ness, while he attempted to maintain the affirma- 
tive of this question, and fo defend that sentiment 
from the sophistries with which it had recently 
been assailed. It was known to all who heard 
him, that the affirmative of this question had been 
maintained, in an Essay by Professor Stuart, in 
which the position, in his view, had been clearly 
and satisfactorily sustained. It was also well 
known, that he leading sentiments and argu- 
ments of that Essay, had been assailed by a Re- 
viewer, admitted into the columns of a highly re- 
spectableand useful religious periodical, and sub- 
a ye by the Editor ofthe publication him- 
self. And certain he was, that such an opposition, 
coming from such a quarter, had been most dis- 
astrous in its effects. Disastrous, not indeed to 
the temperance reformation, for he rejoiced in the 
belief that nothing could shake its foundations 
or prevent its onward progress, and there was no 
doubt that the late attack would only demon- 
strate its strength, and prove the occasion of in- 
creased inquiry, activity, wisdom, union, and effi- 
ciency, among its triends—but disastrous, he 
meant, to innumerable individuals, whose unsta- 
bleminds Had been seduced back into’ the delu- 
sion that moderate drinking is innocent, or at 
least, that its criminality is not clearly laid down 
in God’s word. How many restraints had been 
broken over ; how many hesitating and half re- 
claimed husbands and sons had returned to their 
cups, and how many a widowed heart had been 
wrung with anguish, in consequence of these so- 
ang the light of ernity only could unfold.

You 
admit you would be ¢riminal in refusing to make 
a sacrifice of a few dollars—but if any number of 
dollars are toturn the scale, and decide yourcourse 
of conduct, who is vour ? Ts it Mammon, or 
is it Christ?

That profligate. states- 
man, moving in a corrupt court, found that the 
vote and influence of almost any man might be 
purchased at some price. One man, he could 
purchase at fifty guineas; another cost him a 
usand; another, ten.thousand. Some must 
ht by an earldoms others, by a bishopric. 
men were cheaper, and some were dearer, 

But all.were inthe market; at some price. 
Robert Walpole, like all others who trafficked 
in the souls of men, learned his ethics and his 
tactics from the arch fiend, who well knew «that 
almost every man has his price ; who could com- 
‘pute the price of even Walpole himself, and who 
once ‘vainly attempted to estimate the price of 
even the Son of God, when he sought to bribe 
him with the offér of all the kingdoms of the 
earth, and the glory of them. Such a being he 
did not expect to secure. at a meaner price ;— 
though Judas, he knew, could be bought for thir-

1. It has been in operation about seven or eight 
$58,800 have been contributed towards its endowment ¢ 
aupport ; between $30,000 and $40,000 of which, were 
raised in the city and neighborhood of Hartford, and ‘the 
remainder within the diocese of Connecticut? 


2. It has held four Commencements, at which sizty four 
young men have been graduated ; of whom twenty two are 
either in orders, or candidates for the ministry, in the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church.” Of those designed for the mi- 
nistry, sixteen indigent students have-been assisted by the 
College, by the relinquishment of one half the amount. of 
their annuat bills. Upwards of twenty of the present ‘stu- 
dents, are known to have their thoughts directed to the mi- 
nistry in the Church. - 


3. Its bearing on the General Theological Seminary, es- 
tablished in this city, is important. Out of thirty siz stu- 
dents who have entered that institution since December, 
1828, thirteen were graduates of Washington @ollege ;— 
and it is well known, that the influence of the President, 
(the Rt. Rev. Bishop Brownell) and of the rest of the 
Faculty, is uniformly exerted in favor of the General Theo- 
logical Institdtion.
